It 
seemed as though Conductor Giorgio 
Pélacco had announced in the first re- 
hearsal that it is not necessary to 
shout Wagner's music, and had built 
up the performance on that thesis. If 
anything, it was too carefully pre. 
pared, for it had everything except 
supple freedom. 

I have seldom heard Charles Mar- 
shall, the Tristan, sing softly for as 
long a period as he did in the second 
act. And Cyrena Van Gordon, the 
Brangaene, was placed so far behind 
the scenes in the same act that her 


fled and lost. Both were singing their 
parts for the first time, and it will 
probably be much better after a repeti - 
tion or two when they can let their 
voices go, joining in the sweep and 
surge that was in the orchestra. 
Mme. Alsen is a distinct addition to 
the company. Her voice is bright and 
blithesome and has a quality that be- 
longs to no one else. She was quite 
evidently experienced in the part, since 
she sang and moved with freedom, con- 
veyed visual illusion, and .altogether 
seemed sent by the fates to give beau- 
tiful performances of Wagnerian hero- 
ines. 


Mr. Kipnis, in his comparatively 
small part, came close to being the 
star of the performance. It was not 
only because of his superb singing. 
which soared high above the turmoil of 
the orchestra, but because the part 
meant something emotionally. The 
customary manner of treating the 
king’s expostulation in the second act 
is as a philosophical discussion on the 
abstract question of unmarried men 
being caught in the garden with mar- 
ried men’s wives.
